LAW SPECIFIES PENALTY 
FOR STRIKE ON UTILITY 
SEIZED BY THE STATE 


HE King-Thompson Act 

makes it unlawful for any 

person “to call, incite, sup- 
port or. participate in any 
strike or concerted refusal to 
work” for any utility or for the 
state after it has taken over 
the utility. . 

Perialty for violation of this 
act by an individual worker is 
Pioss of seniority. The act 
makes it unlawful for a utility 
to rehire such a person except 
as a néw employe. 

A labor union violating the 
act is subject to a penalty of 
$10,000 a day for each day any 
work stoppage resul from 
a strike it has called or. sup- 
ported continues, the penalty 
to be recovered in a civil, as 
distinct from a criminal, action 
in the name of the state.

Any public utility engaging 
in a lockout.that results in a 
work stoppage faces a penalty 
of $10,000 a day for each day 
of the work stoppage.

-C-47 Speeds Men On to Japan for Surgery— 
First Leg of Trip Is in 
‘Litter Blisters.’

AT AN AIRSTRIP BEHIND 
THE MASAN FRONT—(Delayed) 
~~(INS)—The day is calm, se- 
rene. Clouds drift gently across 
the brilliant sky. A visiting re- 
porter thinks how alien to the 
misery and suffering of combat 
is the sleepy routine of this air 
base. 2 

A few .minutes later he is 
watching the most spectacular 
operation yet. devised to save a 
soldier’s life. : 

From one “end of the- sky ap- 
pears a helicopter, its rotary—if 
that is the word—whirring over- 
head and two tubes that look like 
the rockets of fighting planes 
juttinng from its flanks. 

. Air Base Erupts. 

At the opposite end of the run- 

way a C-47 gleams against the 


lovely sky, and it too flattens out 


for a landing. 

The air base erupts into activi- 
ty. Men come.running from tents. 
Only when a. sudden emergency 
develops at an airport, such as a 
crash or a plane in trouble over- 
head, does a visitor detect such 
feverish movement. « 

Those tubes imbedded in the 
side of the helicopter do not con- 
tain death-dealing rockets. They 
are what I am sure will become 
known as “litter blisters.” More 
formally they are called “litter 
capsules.” Each tube holds in- 
side a litter bearing a desperately 
wounded American soldier. 

The running men halt in teams 
beside each tube. Théy remove 
the wounded men from their 
strange enclosures by lifting up 
the top half of the capsule or 
“blister.” | 

Head in Bandages. 

One wounded man ~ seems to 

have had the lower half of his 
jaw shot away and his head is 
swathed in bandages. He is abso- 
lutely still. 
- The man in the other “blister” 
cannot lie still. He has a stomach 
wound. He is a Negro: probably 
an infantryman from the gallant 
Twenty-fourth Regiment. Like the 
man with the head wotnd, he is 
unconscious. ¢

The panel turned down almost all of the 
union’s requests for a new contract, and some 
of the company’s. It recommended that the 
operators be granted a modest wage increase 
of 7 cents an hour, which would bring the top 
wage. to $1.50 an hour. It recommended, also, 
that the wage increase be dated Back to Janu- 
ary 1, when the old contract expired. 

‘The company once offered to grant a 7-cent 
wage increase, but now pleads poverty. Chair- 
man A. J. Granoff of the mediation panel, in 
his opinion, held that the company was “un- 
duly alarmed” about its financial position, and 
that its future “does not appear to be bleak.” 
Mr. Granoff pointed out that the company had 
paid a 13-cent wage increase in 1949, yet at 
the end of the year was no worse off than at 
the beginning, and probably a little better. 

The company also argues against paying the 
wage increase retroactively to Jan. 1. Chairman 
Granoff answered this contention, too. Retro- 
active dating, he said, ~ . ' 

is proper and reasonable and altogether nec- 
essary, on the whole record as well as on 
past practices and on principles well recog- 
nized in labor-management disputes. It was, 
therefore, so recommended. Nothing else 
would be either just or fair. 

The company is on weak ground——perhaps 
on no ground at all—in respect to this issue, 
especially when considered within the letter 
and spirit of the King-Thompson Act, Sec- 
tion 10 thereof.

Otherwise, the state permits it- 
self to be enlisted on the company’s side in the 
dispute.

Jet Engines, Indeed! © 

Just to see what would happen, the British 
hooked up four Rolls-Royce jet airplane engines 
to an ancient paddle-wheel river boat, the Lucy 
Ashton. What did happen the British are refus- 
ing to say, except that the boat moved at a good 
clip on the Clyde and they now have some more 
information about resistance to jet-powered ves- 
sels. 

Among the things the British wouldn't tell is 
just how fast old Lucy did travel. But if we 
were sporting gentlemen, we would lay a couple 
of bob that whatever the speed of the Lucy 
Ashton, it still couldn’t beat the 80-year-old 
record of the Robert E. Lee from New Orleans 
to St. Louis. 

Now there was a boat; one whose record hasn't 
even been approached by the miserable scows 
which have thoughtlessly tried to challenge it 
recently. Its crew would have laughed disdain- 
fully at the mere suggestion that it might be 
able to use jet engines to advantage. Why, the 
Lucy Ashton, jet engines or no jet engines, 
probably couldn't even have beaten the Natchez. 
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Handed Over to Mr. Truman 

The House gave President Truman just about 
everything he wanted on the subject of wage- 
price controls in the economic mobilization bill. 
It imposed very few real limitations on his dis- 
cretion in applying the controls. 

To be quite frank about it, the bill permits 
Mr, Truman to win the favor of consumers by 
imposing some price controls a few weeks be- 
fore election, without risking the displeasure of 
labor by applying -wage controls at the same 
time. We do not say he will do this. But the 
bill permits him to do it-.if he wants to. 

Oddly enough the House was not nearly so 
generous in respect to a grant of ‘power re- 
quested by the President to curb speculation in 
commodity prices. It refused to give him au- 
thority to require speculators to put up higher 
margins. 

As Marquis Childs wrote recently in the Post- 
Dispatch, commodity speculators have been 
cleaning up ever since the invasion of South 
Korea began. They have been “buying” soy- 
beans, lard, wheat and other foodstuffs: for 
future delivery on the gamble that war would. 
send the prices of these commodities upward. 
Most of them will never see the stuff they buy; 
they will unload it before the date of delivery 
at a fat profit to themselves. 

The stock defense of this sort of speculation 
is that futures trading plays a legitimate role 
in thé operation of the markets. So it does. 
But the legitimate traders are a small minority, 
in periods like this, compared with the specu- 
lators who are in the market only for their own 


enrichment. And purely speculative price rises 


are encouraged when the get-rich<quick boys 
can play the commodity markets by putting up 
only 10 or 15 per cent of the cost of the com- 
modities they buy. 

The House declined to give President Truman 
power to raise these margin requirements as 
high as 50 per cent. The Senate should correct 
that omission. It also should set definite stand- 
ards for price and ‘wage, controls which will 
assure that they come into éffect when the price 
situation warrants, aid not when the Adminis- 
tration wishes. - :

- Our mutual assistance program 
embraces a number of free na- 
tions vutside the Atlantic pact 


countries. Greece, Turkey,- Iran, 
all will be helped militarily, or 
are being aided already. In the 
Far East, some military assistance 
is flowing to the Philippines, to 
China, Southeast Asia, and, of 
course, to Korea. 

In general, American planning 
for military assistance in the Far 
Ezstern area is not fully crystal- 
ized. The over-all plan of defense 
in the Far East is not formed, but 
it seems certain that the United 
States would defend against ag- 
gression Formosa, Japan, Okinawa 
and the Philippines at the very 
least. Nor has American planning 


yet reached a decision on what 
would be required on our part 
in the way of warships and tacti- 
cal air forces to defend such 
commitments as may be made. 
This much is certain — powerful 
steps must be taken soon to bring 
Asia over to the free world side 
ideologically. 

All this means that the United 
States, sooner or later, will have

But he fought the entire six hours 
until the road out was secure. 
It was only then he mentioned his 


wound. 
Sent to Hospital. 

The medics took one look and 
said he would have to be evacu- 
ated, And they sent him back de- 
spite his objection: 

“I feel guilty going back to a 
hospital just because I caught a 
piece of shrapnel in my leg.” 
He spent three restless dgys in 
the hospital. Because he was so 
anxious to rejoin his buddies the 
doctors released him with the un- 
derstanding he would tell his 
commander he needed at least 
three days more rest before going 
back into battle. 

Pvt. Jack hitched-hiked more 
than 100 miles to his outfit. He 
reached it just as a patrol was 
being organized to go across the 
Naktong river line into enemy 
country to try to take prisoners. 
Pvt. Jack said nothing to his com- 
mander about the three days rest 
his game leg still needed. In- 
stead he immediately volunteered 
for the patrol. 

The patrol jumped off in broad 
daylight, crossed the ~ river, 
grabbed several prisoners d 
penetrated some thousands of 
yards beyond. 

Then it was caught in heavy 
fire from 200 or more Red troops 
dug into positions on two hills. 
Shot While G Flank. 
As the patrol began to with- 
draw with its prisoners, Pvt. Jack 
stayed behind to protect its flank 
with his Ml rifle. As he limped 
back he went down. 

Sgt. Fred Mills of New Braun- 
feld, Tex., went back to get him. 
He dragged Pvt. Jack some 800 
yards through sniper rifle, ma- 
chine gun and mortar fire, load- 
ed him on an abandoned peasant 
oxcart, and pulled the cart down 
the road until it collapsed. 
Then Sgt. Mills and two other 
members of the patrol — Cpl. 
Oscar L. Ellis of Sharpsburg, Ky., 
and Pvt. Gerald Coolidge of Hope- 
well, Pa.—carried the wounded 
boy the rest of the way to the 
river on the wooden bed of the 
oxcart. 

Knowing Pvt. Jack could not 
swim, Sgt. Mills shoved the rough 
wooden litter bearing his dying 
comrade out into the Naktong 
river and pushing it before him 
paddled out to a waiting engi- 
neer’s boat. The boat took them 
to the other side. 

There Pvt. Jack was given 
emergency treatment. But he died 
within 20 minutes. 

That is the story of the death 
of Pvt. Jack—just one of many 
who have died bravely in the last 
five weeks of heart breaking re- 
treats.

OU are said to be “squeezed” 

when every card in your hand 

is a dangerous discard. Since 
Canasta is a keenty competitive 
in which the “killer in- 
stinct” is an asset, it pays to 
squeeze your opponents whenever 
you can; and not only your right- 
hand opponent, who discards to 
you, but also your left-hand oppo- 
nent, who must discard to your 
partner. : 

Take this hand: 


The pack is not frozen. The 
opponents are squirming at every 
discard, and well they might; you 
have melded aces, kings, jacks 
and eights, and all the other 
ranks except sevens and fours are 
represented in your hand. Most

son Carl established the New 
Carlsberg Foundation, and today 
every cent of the vast profits 
are devoted to cultural and sci-- 
entific purposes. 

The Jacobsens did not even 
retain their ancestral mansion. 
It is now a residence for a man 
or woman “deserving well of 
society,” and at the present 
time is the home of Prof. Niels 
Bor, of atom research fame. 

The Carlsberg Foundation 
has a capital of some 70,000, 
000 kroner and since 1876 has 
distributed more than 62,000- 
000 kroner. 
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THE RESULTS of this phil- 
anthropy are to be seen wher- 
ever you travel in Denmark. 
Great science laboratories, 
magnificent churches, mu- 
seums, painting, sculpture, 
parks, fountains, playgrounds, 
and castles which have been re- 
stored to their medieval glory. 

For its size, Denmark con- 
sumes more beer than any 
other nation on earth. And the 
vast Carlsberg brewery is ca- 
pable of keeping the foam on 
all the thirsty Danish mouths, 
as well as thirsty mouths the 
globe over. The brewery cov- 
ers 62 acres, and can step up 
its daily production of 1,500,000 
bottles to a full 2,000,000 if 
need be. And if the power 
plant should fail for a while 
the Danes would not be halted 
in their purchasing of more 
Rembrandts for their galleries, 
and more equipment for lab- 
oratories and hospitals, because 
the storage vaults are loaded 
with some 6,000,000 gallons of 
the brew.

“The Absent One Is Soon Forgott 


HE Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
centuries may be said to have 
been the age of proverbs, for 
s0 many of the most time-honored 


ae 


old saying, “The absent one is 
soon forgotten,” it must be point- 
ed out that the idea was not new, 
even in the days of Middle Eng- 
lish. Can one separate “The ab- 
sent one is soon forgoten,” from 
the old Greek saying discussed in 
this little column a year or two 
ago—‘“Out of sight, out of mind’’? 
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in our common speech go back to 
the quaint sources, written in mid- 
die English, which circulated in 
those times. 

“The absent one is soon forgot- 
ten” is such a proverb. To the cor- 
respondent who inquires for its 
origin, it must be said that its 
authorship is unknown, although 
its history can be traced. Its 
first recorded usage is in the 
form, “He that is absent is soon 
forgotten.” This appears in the 
collection, “proverbs of Alfred,” 
which circulated about 1270. 

A somewhat different form of 
the same idea is in print about | 
20 years earlier, in the “Cursor 
Mundi,” where it is as follows: ? 
“Heart soon forgets what the eye '
